Richmond notified Madison County that, effective with its July 1, 2008 

billing, Richmond’s wholesale rate to Madison County would increase from $2.02 per

3. During the 12-month period ending April 30, 2008, Madison County 

purchased 98,657,900 cubic feet of water from Richmond and sold 81,645,740 cubic 

feet of water. The increase in the cost of purchased water is $59,194.74, resulting in a 

purchased water adjustment factor of $0.07 per 100 cubic feet. 

4. Madison County proposes a purchased water adjustment factor of $0.07 

per I 0 0  cubic feet for its customers, effective July 1, 2008. 

5. The purchased water adjustment factor of $0.07 per 100 cubic feet is fair, 

just, and reasonable and should be approved.
